But what was not cleared up 
was exactly how Powers’ plane, 
a marvelous product of engi- 
neering skills, was downed. Pow- 
ers, in his testimony at the trial, 
did not himself seem to know 
what had happened. Because we 
did not wish to believe the So- 
viets had a ground-to-air missile, 
or rocket, which would shoot a 
man down at 70,000 feet, many 
preferred to accept a theory ‘ver- 
sion that an engine flame-out had 
caused ‘Powers to descend to 
about 40,000 feet and at that alti- 
tude his plane had been disabled. 


Whatever the authorities be- 
lieved at the time, the consensus 
now is that the Russians have 
weapons which make the use of 
manned bombers an_ ineffective 
procedure of retaliation. 


It was common knowledge be- 
fore the U2 incident that the So- 
viets were engaged in a thorough 
air-defense effort. This was pre- 
cisely why we were probing here 
and there, and also why we were 
flying the U2 missions. 


Long-Range Radars 


The consensus now is that the 
Soviets have new, long-range ra- 
dars, ground-to-air missiles with 
a reach of 100,000 feet, and a fam- 
ily of air-to-air rockets. It is also 
believed they have developed in- 
frared detection techniques 
we have had for some time. 


In the recent July air show, ob- 
servers saw at least four air-to- 
air missiles. One type resembled 
our highly effective’ infrared 
“thoming’’ Sidewinder. It is as- 
sumed that the Red Chinese re- 
covered some of these after they 
had been fired over the mainland 
by pilots based on Formosa. 


While most intelligence officers 
and scientists estimate that the 
United States has a considerable 
lead over the Soviet Union in the 
quantity, quality and variety of its 
nuclear armory, the experts agree 
that Russia has enough weapons, 
if they can be successfully de- 
livered, to devastate the United 
States. 


In the field of rocket engine 
thrust and missile weight-lifting 
capability, the Russians excel us. 


Even though the United States 
is believed to retain a consider- 
able over-all advantage with its 
land-based missiles, Strategic Air 
Command bombers, Polaris sub- 
marines and tactical aircraft, 
which is the key to nuclear su. 
premacy today, the United States 

- eannot minimize the danger of a 
holocaust reflected by Russia’s 
rocket-rattling and complete dis- 
regard of the desires of mankind 
for a decrease in the arms race. 


Defense Department 


Our Defense department, 
charged directly with the national 
security, happily does not share 
the bubble-head, wishful thinking 
typified by those persons who re- 
fuse to believe the Soviets have 
rocket engines powerful enough, 
and the technical and scientific 
skill, to have orbited two men 
about earth. They may wish it 
were not true, but they know 
better. 


This wooly minded business of 
underestimating our most danger- 
ous opponent is the worst sort 
of psychological folly. It tends. to 
support those persons who do not 
want to make any concession to 
the national urgency which will 
in any manner cause them to lose 
peace of mind or to make any 
sacrifice. 

One of the most disturbing ex- 
amples of what the Soviets can 
do when they ‘establish a priority 
passed almost unnoticed. 

In World War II the Soviet navy 
was so feeble this country lent a 
cruiser, a few destroyers and sub- 
marines. ‘eee 

In early August of this year the 
Russians held a naval show off 
Leningrad. U.S. observers, and 
others, reported that ‘‘the display 
of vessels was impressive, but 
had revealed nothing superior to 
the material of the U.S. Navy.” 

In 1941 they. had almost nothing. 

In 1940 the Germans had 54 sub- 
marines. We know the Russians 
‘today have “more than 400.”

NEW YORK (#—Mayor Robert 
F. Wagner won a smarshing, up- 
set victory over the Democratic 
city organization Thursday night 
and crushed Tammany leader 
Carmine G. DeSapio in thte pro- 
cess. 


State Comptroller Arthur Levitt, 
who had the backing of all five 
Democratic county leaders, con- 
ceded defeat at 11:40 p.m. less 
than two hours after the polls 
closed. 


DESAPIO CONCEDES 


Wagner’s lead mounted steadily 
as counting continued through the 
night. Returns from 3,650 of 4,700 
election districts gave the mayor 
342,996 votes to 228,101 for Levitt. 


DeSapio who conceded shortly 
after the polls closed, suffered a 
personal defeat that will cost him 
the leadership of Tammany Hall 
and probably end his career as a 
political power. He-lost his post 
of district committeeman in his 
home district to an insurgent, 
James S. Lanigan. 


BOOST FOR GOVERNOR 


Wagner, who had concentrated 
his campaign fire on DeSapio and 
on a “‘bossism’’ issue, emerged 
from his uphill fight as the most 
or single Democrat in the 
state.

DETROIT—The General Motors 
Corp. and the United Automobile 
Workers made public Thursday 
night details of their new economic 
agreement which, the union said, 
would provide workers with a net 
wage increase of 12.04 cents an 
hour. 


The pact includes the basic 
benefits that were incorporated in 
the recent American Motors Corp. 
agreement, except for profit-shar- 
ing. But it adds a novel feature 
by diverting part of the initial 
year’s wage increase for payment 
of the cost of hospital-medical 
benefits. 

It also utilizes one cent of a 
cost-of-living increase due _ this 
month for the cost of higher pen- 
sions and the payment of half the

MOSCOW (UPI)—Indian Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru is be- 
lived to have convinced Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev on the nec- 
essity of a summit meeting with 
President Kennedy to try to avert 
World War III, diplomatic sources 
said Thursday. 


Nehru, on his arrival Wednes- 
day, delivered a plea from the 
Belgrade conference of 25 non- 
aligned nations for an East-West 
meeting promptly to avert nu- 
clear war. He renewed the plea 
during a 2%2-hour conference 
Thursday. 


LISTENS WITH RESPECT 


Diplomatic sources said Nehru 
and Khrushchev are on good 
terms, that Khrushchev listens to 
Nehru with respect and that they 
believe Nehru’s summit proposal 
may have hit home with Khrush- 
chev. No formal statement is ex- 
pected until after their meeting 
Friday. 


Nehru left the Kremlin talks 
Thursday looking solemn and 
thoughtful although Indian 
sources said the atmosphere of 
Thursday's talks was “‘somewhat 
more relaxed.” The solemnity of 
Nehru’s mood was evident later 
at a reception at the Indian em- 
bassy for Indian students in Mos- 
cow. 


DON’T WANT WAR 

‘Mankind needs the power 
which derives from scientific ad- 
vances but it should be properly 
used and not misused,” Nehru 
told the students. “To think of 
war today is very strange.” 


Khrushchev told Nehru at a 
Kremlin luncheon Thursday the 
Russian people do not want war 
and will never start one but that 
they cannot look impassively on 
the hysteria and war prepara- 
tions in the West. 


“We are doing everything we 
can to get them to go back to 
work,” H. D. Barker, president of

WASHINGTON (UPI)—A crack battle group of 
1,884 paratroopers will fly to the North Atlantic Treaty

The unit is the First Battle 
Group of the 327th Regiment of 
the famed 10ist Airborne Division 
stationed at Ft. Campbell, Ky. The 
first elements will move out Sat- 
urday. 


Some 130 fighter planes and 100 
transports will accompany the 
paratroopers to the war games, 
which will be held Sept. 15-25 in 
Turkey, Russia’s southern neigh- 
bor. The Pentagon did not link 
the move to the Berlin crisis, 
saying the paratroopers would re- 
turn to this country after the 
games. 


72 JET FIGHTERS

BRASILIA—Joao Goulart took 
office as president of Brazil 
Thursday before a cheering joint 
session of Congress. 


A few hours after taking office, 
Goulart submitted to Congress the 
name of Tancredo Neves for 
prime minister under Brazil’s 
newly adopted parliamentary sys- 
tem. Neves is a federal deputy 
from Minas Gerais State and a 
veteran politician who was min- 
ister of justice under the late 
President Getulio Vargas. He is 
a member of the Social Demo- 
cratic Party, which has the larg- 
est representation in Congress. 


Goulart called on Brazilians to 
unite for ‘“‘the only internal fight 
we should have, which is for our 
economic liberation.” 


The 44-year-old ex-vice presi- 
dent, whose return to this capital 
to take the office vacated by the 
resignation of President Janio 
Quadros was blocked for 12 days 
by military opposition, was 
cheered when he said: 


“There is no reason to be pessi- 
mistic about the future of a peo- 
ple who know how to impose their 
will for democracy against all 
obstacles.” 

Thousands of persons stood in 
the swirling red dust of this raw, 
new capital to cheer Goulart as 
he arrived; “Jango, Jango,” 
Goulart’s nickname — was the

of Deputies. As Goulart forced 
his way through back-slapping 
crowds to the rostrum, where he 
was greeted by the president of 
the Senate, Auro Moura de An- 
drade, and other authorities, in- 
cluding Bishop Jose Newton of 
Brasilia.

Goulart’s supporters from Rio 
Grande Do Sul State, where the 
people and the Third Army rose 
in support of his claim to the 
presidency, embraced each other 
in the corridors of Congress. ““We 
have won!”

“Our great task now is not to 
disillusion the people. We must 
find solutions to the problems of 
the common people with the same 
will that they have shown in de- 
fending the nation’s liberties,” 
Goulart said. 


He proposed that Congress sub- 
mit a constitutional amendment 
creating a parliamentary system 
to a national referendum, but he 
suggested no date for such a plan. 


It was a moderate speech in 
which Goulart avoided direct crit- 
icism of the armed forces.

President Urges Approval 
Ot Atom Training tor French

WASHINGTON—President John 
F. Kennedy asked Congress Thurs- 
day to permit the training of 
France’s North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization forces in the use of 
nuclear weapons. 


He said in a message to Con 
gress that an agreement had been 
reached with France that would 
permit such instruction, although 
no weapons will change hands and 
no nuclear warheads will be pro- 


vided for the French. 
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In effect, the agreement would 
permit nuclear weapons training 
only for French forces stationed 
in West Germany. The arrange- 
ment would not alter France’s re- 
fusal to permit the stock-piling of 
nuclear weapons on her soil. 


TO SEND PARATROOPS 


In another military move, the 
Defense department announced 
that a paratrooper battle group 
of the 10lst Airborne Division 
would be flown to Europe this 
weekend to participate in NATO 
exercises. The 1,884-man unit will 
be returned to the United States 
after the maneuvers, which will 
be held in Turkey. 


The French agreement, if au- 
thorized by Congress, would be 
similar to seven others that have 
been signed with NATO nations. 


Kennedy asked Congress for 
quick affirmative action on the 
agreement, since Congress is ex- 
pected to adjourn soon. 


APPROVAL VITAL 


Speedy approval was vital, he 
said, because ‘“‘the gravity of the 
internation situation, and in par- 
ticular the Soviet threat to the 
freedom of West Berlin, have 
made it a matter of first impor- 
tance that the unity of the North 
Atlantic nations should be sus- 
tained.”’ 


Informed sources reported, how- 
ever, that it would be at least 
four or five months before the 
planned training of the French 
forces would materially improve 
the capabilities of the NATO force 
in West Germany. 


It was also disclosed that the 
plan had been initiated by Ken- 
nedy and President Charles de 
Gaulle of France when they met 
in Paris in June.

Nixon Is Caught 
In GOP Middle 


_ WASHINGTON—Richard M. Nixon is being 
damagingly caught in the middle of a 1964 cs ae 
Republican presidential possibility by some cir- ee 
cumstances he could have controlled and by some he could not have. 

His greatest problem is that though he is out of national power 
he retains the heavy responsibilities of national party leadership. 
This will not be solved even if he gives in at last to GOP pressure 
in California and agrees to run for governor there next year. 

For even a Nixon firmly in that 


office would be a long way from 
the center of national decision- 
making—and of national headline- 
making. It is a curious fact that 
the governor of even so powerful 
a Western state as California is 
“‘too far west”’ to exercise the de- 
gree of influence both on party 
and national decisions that auto- 
matically goes to the governor of 
a big Eastern state—in this case, 
Nelson Rockefeller of New York. 

Nixon as governor of California, 
in short, would still not carry the 
power necessary fully to carry 
out his responsibilities as titular 
national head of the GOP. 

His second greatest problem is 
the sharpening squeeze being put 
upon him by his two rivals for the 
1964 presidential nomination, Sen. 
Barry Goldwater of Arizona in 
the GOP right wing and Gov. 
Rockefeller in the left wing. 

Rockefeller—to whom is now 
falling some of the plain political 
luck which once went to Nixon— 
is moving up mainly because the 
Democrats in New York City are 
handing power to him. Their 


savage intraparty primary fight 
for the mayoralty nomination 
there hurts all Democrats and 
helps only Rockefeller. 

Goldwater is making headway 
against Nixon largely because of 
the basic differences in their 
political positions. True, Gold- 
water as of now cannot be said 
to control any very large part 
of the Republican Party. But 
what he does control—the Repub- 
lican right wing—he controls ab- 
solutely. 

Nixon is in the always-difficult 
position of any moderate, a po- 


sition that never attracts much 


desperately enthusiastic’and fight- 
ing support, however sound it 
may be. 

Already, for example, Goldwa- 
ter is able to hold Nixon’s feet 
to the fire by saying that if Nixon 
runs for governor of California 
this ought to take him out as a 
presidential candidate in 1964. 

All of these problems, there- 
fore, may fairly be described as 
problems Nixon never made and 
could not have avoided.

Powers, Duties Outlined 


Of Mayor and Aldermen 


The Board of Aldermen operates through the committee system, 
a fact which gives the mayor’s power to appoint committees particu- 
lar importance. The 23 committees meet, some regularly, others 
subject to call, and then present their reports to the full Board of 
Aldermen, where the reports are usually approved without debate. 


Committee meetings are open to the public, and all 
are held before committees, not before the entire board 


City Government—The Mayor. 
The city government of Atlanta is 
the “weak mayor’ type. The 
Mayor has the following powers: 
(1) appointment of all committees 
of the Board of Aldermen and ex 
officio membership on each com- 
mittee; (2) appointment of all 
department heads, who are con- 
firmed by the Board of Aldermen 
(incumbents elected by the Board 
before this power was given to 
the Mayor are reelected by the 
Board, but the Mayor makes the 
appointment if the place is filled 
by someone other than the in- 
cumbent); (3) membership on 
the Budget Commission, which 
sets at the beginning of the year 
the amount the Board of Alder- 
men may spend during the year; 
(4) veto power over acts of the 
Board of Aldermen, a two-thirds 
vote being necessary to override 
his veto. He has been given the 
power to appoint an administra- 
tive assistant, but the present 
mayor has never done so. The 
mayor's duties extend beyond his 
leadership of the Board, exercised 
through committee appointments, 
etc., to representing the city be- 
fore committees 
and other governmental bodies in 
order to obtain federal money 
for Atlanta, and to working with

To Call It Quits 


It is always too soon to give up. Many peo- 


ple come to. what appears to be a dead-end 
street of circumstances with no way to turn.

Feeling they have tried every method and remedy to. solve the 
problem or change the situation and that none has helped, such 
people are ready to give up, to call it quits. 


Sooner or later this type of 
discouragement comes to most 
of us. Winds of ill-fortune can 
blow contrary to desires and 
plans with fiendish force and 
fury. 

The first gust of wind can be 
taken in easy stride but then 
the second and third begin to 
loosen our grip on confidence 
and surety. In monotonous fre- 
quency, bad luck parades 
through our lives while faith 
and judgment attempt to adapt 
and reconcile.

Either the fraternity of fatalists 
gets another member, or des- 
peration dictates the cowardly, 
or sometimes courageous 
course of self-destruction. Sev- 
enteen thousand American 
adults commit suicide every 12 
months while unknown thou- 
sands of others attempt suicide 
but use methods that do not 
prove fatal. Doubtless, a sig- 
nificant number of these hap- 
less souls would be living today 
had they found intelligent pur- 
pose and pleasure in living. 
Someone should have convinced 
them that it is always too soon 
to give up. There are many 
dangling ropes of ill circum- 


stance in life but a knot can 
be tied at the end of every one 
of them enabling a. desperate 
person to hold on. 

Every person has to learn this 
lesson for himself—often, the 
hard way. Like Jonah. Holed 
up in a ship, he felt secure in 
his running and hiding from 
God. But things went contrary 
to his hopes. In a turbulent 
Sea, the mariners threw Jonah 
overboard. But lo, in the belly 
of a monstrous fish, Jonah had 
to face himself and the stark 
fact that man can’t run from 
God.

The miost. interesting provision 
of the tentative agreement was 
the manner in which part of the 
improvement factor wage rise, 
based on increased productivity, 
was utilized to provide expand- 
ed benefits.

Under the agreement workers 
would get an annual wage in- 
crease of six cents an hour, or 2% 
per cent of the employe’s wage 
rate, whichever is higher, for 
each of the three years of the 
contract. The company figures 
that this would mean in actuality 
7.5 cents an hour the first year, 
8 cents the second and 8.2 cents 
the third, for a total of 23.7 cents 


in wage increases over three 
years. 
However, the agreement pro- 


vides that 2 cents of the 1961 in- 
crease would be used to pay part 
of the cost of hospital-medical 
care, so that the new improved 
coverage would be fully paid 
without any direct employe con- 
tribution. Employes now pay half 
of the cost of this coverage, 


The union, in its computation 
of what a typical Michigan work- 
er would gain as a result of this 
arrangement, explained that he 
would be entitled roughly to 7 
cents an hour under the improve- 
ment factor but would receive 


only 5 cents of this amount in 
1961. 


In return for this 2 cents, how- 
ever, the corporation has now 
agreed, the union said, to pay 
the equivalent of an additional 
6.7 cents per hour to cover the 
cost that the worker otherwise 
would have paid for his hospital- 
medical coverage. This is a net 
gain of 4.7 cents an hour for the 
worker, the union said. 


$20.83 A MONTH 


“This same GM worker who 
would normally have received 7 
cents in improvement factor in- 
crease and one cent cost of liv- 
ing increase in September, 1961,” 
the union said, “will gain, after 
tax adjustment, 12.04 cents an 
hour under the new agreement. 
This 12.04 cents an hour means 
an increase in his take-home pay 
of $20.83 per month.” 


The diversion of the two cents 
from the 1961 wage increase will 
not apply in future years. From 
1962 onward, the improvement 
factor will be paid at its normal 
level of 6 cents an hour or 2% 
per cent of base wage, which- 
ever is greater. Auto workers now 
average $2.84 an hour, according 
to the U.S. Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics.

Mayor Urges

Mayor William B. Hartsfield 
said Thursday that if he were 
running for office he’d be for 
more taxes, bond issues or any 
other financial support necessary 
to keep Atlanta moving. 


The retiring mayor used the 
occasion of the dedication of the 
new fire station No. One at 71 
Elliott St. to peer back at his 
own administration (his impres- 
sion: favorable) and to look to 
the horizon his successor will 
face. 


Hartsfield said the growing sky- 
line of Atlanta was a tribute, 
among other things, to the city’s 
policy of (1) reasonable taxes 
(2) racial moderation, (3) oppor- 
tunities for recreation and cul- 
tural activities. The mayor also 
said the growth of Atlanta is a 
tribute to its citizens and their 
acceptance of the price of prog- 
ress. 


LIKE A CORPORATION 


The mayor compared the run- 
ning of a city to that of a huge 
business corporation and asked 
his audience to imagine the chief 
executive of General Motors say- 
ing ‘‘We aren’t going to issue any 
more stock or sell any more 
bonds. How far do you think he’d 
get?” 


Hartsfield did not envision much 
room for reduction of city expen- 
ditures. (‘‘What will they cut 
out?’’) 


Reviewing his administration, 
the mayor said the crucial event 
was approval in 1952 of the Plan 
of Improvement when Atlanta’s 
boundaries were moved out to in- 


would lose $2,183,000 in operating 
funds and $687,000 in school funds, 
he added. 


Such a move would wreck the 
ad valorem tax base on which 
local governments depend, Harts- 
field said, and discourage local 
communities from seeking new in- 
dustry because they wouldn’t have 
sufficient tax revenues to pay 
a services the industries would 
need.

“And industry does not come 
into a locality that cannot provide 
schools and parks and police and 
fire protection and other serv- 
ices,”’ the mayor said. 


Even harder. hit would be such 
cities as Macon, Columbus and 
Augusta which “derive great 
sums’’ from their textile indus- 
tries, he said. 


‘This had better be labeled a 
bill to bankrupt local govern- 
ment,”’ he said.

Open Russian Doors, 


Professor Asks U.S. 


ATHENS — A Georgetown University authority 
on international politics said Thursday that the world’s 
best hope for peace lies in the creation of a system of 


open societies. 


Dr. Stefan T. Possony told a 
conference on ‘‘Higher Education 
in a World of Conflict’’ at the 
University of 
Georgia that the 
banning of nu- 
clear weapons is 
not the answer 
for world peace. 

“Let’s stop 
fighting the nu- 
clear challenge,” 
the professor said, 


“and stop 
dreaming that we can fall back 
into the cocoon of time.”’ 


Dr. Possony declared that nu- 
clear weapons are here to stay 
and that American efforts should 
be directed toward depriving the 
Soviet Union of its elementary 
strength, which is secrecy. “Once 
‘you have done this,” he said, 
“there is a chance for an evolu- 
tion toward an open society to 
begin.”” He added that such an 
evolution had already begun.

Puppets Help Retarded Children 
Understand Their Own Problems 


Children. Located at 843 Spring- 
dale Road, the school is the old 
DeWitt King residence. 


Five times a week from 9 
a.m. until 5 p.m. some 125 
children from a 35-mile radius 
of the city attend classes there. 
During the 1960-61 term, Fair- 
haven became the only accred- 
ited schol for retarded children 
in Georgia. William Center is 
the director. 


Mrs. Drewry took a little time

therapy department yesterday 
to discuss some of the methods 
she uses. 


PUPPETS USEFUL 


‘“‘We use puppets, and the re- 
sults have been extremely use- 
ful,” she said. “For instance, 
we have a mouse which we 
have named ‘Queaky.’ He be 
comes a real animal to the chil- 
dren and they direct his actions, 
his playing and his life in the 
plays we present. We also have 
puppets of people too, like a 
mother, a father, sister, brother 
and baby. These represent real 
people to the children and they 
act out their many social prob- 
lems with them.”

Funds for the operation of the 
school will be swelled Saturday, 
Sept. 9, with proceeds from the 
fourth annual Georgia Tech in- 
trasquad football game at Grant 
Field. Tech Coach Bobby Dodd 
is honorary chairman of the 
fund drive for the Association 
for Retarded Children. 


In January, 1960, the Bobby 
Dodd Sheltered Workshop for 
young retarded adults at 1100 
Sylvan Road, SE, was founded. 
Young adults are being trained 
there for job placement, thereby 
enabling them to become self- 
sustaining individuals. 


BEGIN BASICALLY 


Teaching methods at Fair- 
haven begin with such elemen- 
tary things as play activity. In 
a progressive pattern, the next 
step is some type of physical 
instruction such as _ climbing 
steps, walking and learning to 
use tableware. Many of the chil- 
dren are able to serve them- 
selves lunch. 


Pre-academic work is added 
slowly. 


Mrs. Drewry, the former Bet- 
ty Crandall, is a graduate of 
Oglethorpe University, Butler 
University, and has done profes- 
sional work in drama. Cur- 
rently she is taking graduate 
courses at Emory. Her back- 
ground in therapy was estab- 
lished when she attended the 
New York Academy of Psycho- 
Dramatics and Psycho-Therapy 
in Beacon, N.Y. 


Mrs. Ward Pelton, executive 
secretary of the association, 
gave some interesting back- 
ground material.

day signed a one-race contract with Southeastern Fair Association. 


Fair General Manager Maurice Coleman stressed that the con- 
tract for the Lakewood race track is a one-race, "’show-me” agree- 
ment with no options or provisions. 


The Constitution reported last week that Flock 
and Turned, charter members of the Federation of 
Professional Athletes, an affiliation of the Team- 
sters, were dickering for the track.

NASCAR president Bill France has resisted ef- 
forts of Turner and Flock to organize the drivers, and both were 
banned from NASCAR-sanctioned events. Legal action is expected 
to start in Daytona Beach Monday when Flock and Turner and 
lawyers arrive in that headquarters of NASCAR for a showdown. 


Pat Purcell, executive director of NASCAR, said that drivers 
of that organization ‘‘will naturally be disciplined’’ if they take part 
in the mile dirt track race here Oct. 22. 


Coleman had this to say on the contract with Flock and Turner: 

“We want to see what they are going to do. They wanted a 
contract for next year, but we told thme we could not sign such an 
agreement until they show us what they can do. 


“The track has been idle for a year, and it was silly for us 
to leave it so. I want to stress again that this contract is for one 
race only. After that, it must be renegotiated.” 


A spokesman for Atlanta International Raceway said the Lake- 
wood agreement “‘does not affect us in any way. That’s a different 
type of racing and does not concern us. There is no conflict.” 

Both Tim Flock and Turner indicated they would be entries in
